This is only possible 
due to the randomization of the test questions 
the software compiles for each participant's test. 
All of that said, there is no reason, at least one 
related to taking the test, you can’t get your first 
license or upgrade an existing one. Several of 
the local VE groups have adopted and trained 
on this method of conducting amateur radio ex- 
aminations.
